fible to keep us divided in Mind,. while we 
are upitedia Form. | 


And now, Gentlemen, that I may not 
feem to caution you sgainf& a Chimera, to 
talk of a thing that isnot, and amufe you 
with an Jgwis fasuus.of my own, a Man of 
Straw, a mereScare-Crow with noSubftances 
bear with me.to mention fome of the For= 

ries, that are. induftrioufly (pread on both 

des, if poffible, to render the People odious 
to one another, and fill the Imagination of 
the Peeple with Prejudices, and fo by Conr- 
fequence prevent that publick Peace af 
good Men expeét from this Union. 

Ihave had a Letter by mea long Time 
from a very worthy Friend of mine in the 
Weft, with the following Story, 

That while the Affair of the Union with 

 Scotlandwas the Subje&t of Coaverfation, 
and every one was. giving their Judge 
ment of things according to their va- 
tious Pasties, a Reverend Clergy: man 
0 
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of the Church of England, ina Church 
not above 160 Miles from Excefter, rhe 
Nume both of Church and Perfon, tho’ I 
forbear them in Regard to Peace, are at 
the Service of the Party if they defire it, 
inveighing from the Pulpic againft che 
Ssots Presbyterians, told his Auditory 
in toridem Verbis, that the Scots Profe 
byteriaus left ont the fifth Petiton of the 
Lords Prayer, becaufe they would not 
forgive their Epifcopal Brethren. 

This Account, however ridiculous and 


malicious, had the Fate of being fo univer- - 


{ally acceptable,and confequently fo eagerly 
taken in by the Party,who wanted fomething 
to rail at the Scots Presbyterians for, that a 
great many honelter People began too much 
tu be in Doubt about it, and I have been 
particularly defir’d to acquaint the Gentle- 


men in that Country, whether there be any 


thing in it or no. 

I confefs, this empty Slander had fo much 
‘Malice in it, but wichal 0 little Wit, and 
was fo eminently forged, that I never yat 
thovghtic werth while to gige any Anfwer 
to it, buc thought it merited Contempt and 
Silence, rather than a Return———— Bit 
when { came to the prefent Subje@, I could

The Dire@ory for ie Worthip, which 
ie the prekeat Ruls of the Kirk of Scorland, 
nd by which, Inclulive of any Ags of Affem- 
bly fince made, relating to tbe publick Per. 
fotmances, did not oblige the Minifters to 
fe the Lords Prayer 3 they did nox lay itas 
as Injunétion upan them, becaule it has al- 
wave been look’d upon rather as a Direftory 
we Prayer, than an exprefs Form to the 


Words of which they were limited by the 
Text. 

But to fhow the Veneration and Defe- 
rence they had, evento the Form, ‘thefe 
Words are fubjoyn’d in the Dire@tory in the 
Article of publick Prayer after Sermon; 
** And becaufe the Prayer, which Chrift 
** caughe his Difciples, is not oaly a Pat- 
tern of Prayer, but it felf a moft com- 
prehenfive Prayer; we recommend it 
oe a to be us’d afi Prayers of the 
*© Church. Vide, Confefficn of Faith, &e. 
of the Church of Scotland, p. a ; : 

If it be objected, that this was was done 
above 60 Years ago, and is not to be e- 
fieem’d as the A& of the Church now, Iam 
to anfwer that by acquainting the Enquir.r, 
that upon a lace Debate in the Affembly, 
particularly in View of the Cafe in hand, 
the Ufe of the Lords Prayer which was thea 
controverted in the Affembly, upon the fe- 
veral Charges the Epifcopal Clergy had 
made jn Priat, that the Church had rejedt- 
et the Lords Prager.—ft was recommended 
to the Minifters, as the y thought properio 
make Uleof the Lords Prayer, and an A& 
of Affemblywas made for approving aad re- 
commendimg, the Lord: Prayer, tho’ not ene 
joyoing it, and this Act is entitled, Recom- 
mendation concerning the Otfervation of the 
DireBory fur Worip, being the roth 
A& of the genera! Aifembly, 1705, Seff. 12. 
Ante Meridiem, -b- Words are thefe 3 The 
general Affembly bereby ferioufly recommenits 
0 all Minifters and others within this Na- 
tional Church, the due Obfervation of the Di- 
retkory for the publick Worfhip of GOD, 4 
proven by tke. general Affembly held in the 
Tear, 1645, $.ff. 10. 

This Act being, 4s is well Erown, made 
wholly upon the Matcer of the Lords Pray- 
er, feveral Minifters, not chat they thought 
themfelves oblig’d to the conftaot Uf of it, 
yet to fhowthat they did not rejeét ic aform, 
as had been alledg’d by the Epifcopal Cler- 
gy. did agree to make Wife of itintheChurch 
Occafianally, and pthers ta this Day do it 
conftantly. Tho’ generally it was not the Prae 
ice in their Worhhip ro ufe ic asa Form. 

Befides this, it is publickly written upon 
the Walls, in the moft eminent and. moft 
confpcuous Plices of the Churches, and is

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fo in all thofe which have been fe-edify’d 
fines the Revolution: And Laftly, the Ufe 
of the faid Prayer, the due Reverence they 
pay to it, the Reafons why they donot con- 
fine themfelves to itas a Form, and per- 
haps a true Expofition of the Meaning of 
the Text it felf of our Lords Inftitution,and 
of the Intent and Meaning of prefcribing ic 
to the Churches, is ac large printed by an 
eminent Divine of tee Church of Scotland; 
Mr. ogge in his Anfwer to Sir Hugh Camp- 
bell and Monfieur Fean a’ Efpaign, beiag an 
Appendix to his Cafuiftical Effay on the 
Lords Prayer. 


This, I think, is a hort and receff 
Hiftory of the Matter of Fa&, as to A 


Manner in which the Lords Prayer js nfed 


by the Church of Scotlands and as ¥ halt: 
go onto clear the Eye fight of thofe, wha 
are thus blinded with Prejudices againft 
their Brethren by the Forgeries and Mifre- 
prefentations of malicious Men, to carry-on 
their Privaceand Party Deligns, 1 thought 
it very proper to begin with this.

Tothe firft Queftion, whether the French 
in Flanders will fight, I have anfwer'd, they 
will not——~Or as I have explain’d my elf, 
they will not, if they are in their Sences ; they 
will not, unlefs GOD Almighty, by his 
Providence as a Means to their Deftruétion, 
ipfatuates them, as he did Pharoah King of 
Fg spte — Will any Man fay, that Pbsroab 
had any Bufinefs to venture his Army in- 
to the Sea after the J/raelites? He could 
with m: ch more Reafon have faid, let them 
go, they will all be ftarv’d in the Defarts, 
and [can fend toraife the Kings on the o- 
ther fide to Rop them intheir March, cil I 
overtake them by the Land, which “tis 
plain was not far about 5 he couid sot but 
fee, the parting che Waves was a fuperna- 
turalthing, and his Experience of the Di- 
vine Hand in former Plagues might have 
made him wifers but infatuated from Hea- 
ven, the mad Manventures, and pufh’d on 
his own Deftruétion. 


T cannot look bick to the Battles of Bles- 
beim, Ramellies and Turin, without feeing 
fomething of the fame Infatuation ; it was 
no more the BufinefS of Monfieur Talard 
and the D. of Brvyriato fight at Blenheim, 
than it was of Pharoah ro follow the fugitive 
Ifraelites into the Red Sea; had they en 
trench’d, fortify’d, and fo pofted themfelves, 
as not tobe forced to an Engagement, but 
on extreme Difadvantages, ’tis manifeft, 
the War in Bivaria had held till now, the 
great Army of the Allies could not have 
winter’d there, they muit have retvrn'd; the 
Englifp and Dutch could never have 
kept their. Armies at that Diftance, the 
Duke of Marlborough could not have beea 
fpared from Flanders, nor Prince Eugene 
from Jtaly; the vaft Expence of a remote 
War couJd not have been fupported, and 
the Confederate Army would of Courfe 
have feparated, and the French and Bave- 
rian in the Winter would have been able to 
have diflodg’d them with vaft Advantage, 
and have been in the Field long before any 
Return could be, they being at Home, their 
Magazines all at hand, and their Supplies 
cheap. ; 

It was certainly therefore the Bufinefs of 
the D. of Marlborough to oblige them toa 
Battle ; and it was certainly their Bufinefs to 
have fhun’d it with their utmoft Skii— But 
Infatuation made them brave, neediefly 
brave, fatally brave. 
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Yhe fame is the Cafe now; the Ivenck 
muit be diftraéted, -Bliadaefs from Heaven 
muft have poffefs’d them, if they fight ncw, 
unlefs with prodigious Advantoge 5 they 
have the better in Spin, roo muchthe berter 
fdoubt, and on the Reine they cary al 
beforethem; they have nothing to do but 
to ftand on the Defenfive in Flanders. aad in 
Savoy; and ifchey held their own thete,taey 
really get the Day of ugin the whole . And 
what elfe thidk you is the Reafon, why his 
Grace the Duke ot Mariboroagh fecks them 
eut, marches and countermarch:s, frouts 
them and aifronts them, but if pofiible, to 
make them fight; for ’tis. our Bulinels, if 
poffible, to come to a Battle ; ‘tis theirs, it 
pofible; to avoid it y all thet Succefles ia 
the other Parts of the World wilt be of 1o 
Ufe to them, if they zre but once beaten ia 
Flanders—What tignify’d the Vidtory of the 
Count de Medavi in Italy over the Heffizys, 
when the Duke of OvJeance play’d away the 
whole Game at Turin— What fignify’d the 
Marefcbal Villers taking of ee with 
all the Cannon and Stores of the Imperial 
Army on the Rhine, while the Duke de 
villeroy fiak’d the Fortune of France at one 
Caftat Ramellies— What will che Lines of 
Stolboffen, or the Battle of Almanz2 avail the 
Frencb,if they Jofe another Battle in Flaaders, 
which would in al) Probability bring the 
uke of Marlboroupbto the Gates of Paris ; 
2nd thefe are my Reafons, why Iam ot the 
Opision-the French will dot fight in Flauders,
